ITS  ONE-HUNDREDTH  COMMENCEMENT 


TO  MARK  THIS  DATE  AS  AN  ACADEMIC  OCCASION  OF  UNUSUAL  SIGNIFI- 
CANCE IN  ITS  HISTORY,  THE  UNIVERSITY  HAS  INVITED  AS  ITS  GUESTS 
THE  PRESIDENTS  OF  THE  PRIVATELY  SUPPORTED  SISTER  UNIVERSITIES 
IN  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  AMERICAN  UNIVERSITIES  AND  VOTED  TO 
CONFER  UPON  THEM  THE  HONORARY  DEGREE  OF  DOCTOR  OF  LAWS. 


_I_  established  in  1900.  Its  founding  was  an  occa- 
sion of  great  significance  in  the  history  of  higher 
learning  in  America.  American  universities  had 
grown  in  stature  and  strength  during  the  nineteenth 
century  as  centers  of  scholarship  and  of  advanced 
study,  but  it  was  still  widely  believed  that  graduate 
study  could  be  pursued  properly  only  in  European 
universities.  The  purpose  of  the  new  association 
was  to  improve  the  standard  of  graduate  study  in 
America,  to  secure  proper  recognition  of  the  aca- 
demic strength  of  American  universities  abroad,  and 
to  encourage  the  raising  of  standards  among  non- 
member  institutions. 

The  membership  of  the  Association  has  been 
increased  from  time  to  time  by  the  election  of  addi- 
tional institutions.  The  Association  of  American 
Universities  now  consists  of  forty-one  institutions.
